At six o'clock this morning several aero- 
planes were seen over the German: island 
and air base of Sylt, and the anti-aircraft 
cuns were-active. Several German air- 
craft were later on seen starting off in a 
south-westerly direction. 
. The sirens were heard almost all day 
from ó a.m. to 4 p.m. At ó p.m. three 
bombs were heard exploding near the 
Hindenburg dam, the *%tauseway connect- 
ing Sylt with the mainland. Inhabitants 
near the frontier believe that at least one 
of the bombs hit ‘the dam and caused 
much damage. "There has been no railway 
traffic all day on the dam. | 

Soon after the fight was over a German 
aeroplane coming from the sea was forced 
to land at Ballum, on the mainland, 
opposite the Danish island of Romo. It is 
believed that a bullet hit the petrol tank 
of the- machine, which was a Messer- 
schmitt of new design. The German air- 
man, who was unhurt, will be interned. 

It is officially announced that a bomber 
of unknown nationality, coming from a 
south-westerly direction, dropped three 
bombs on the Danish island of Romo at 
o'clock this morning. The only 
damage was the breaking of most of the

The only action in the Sylt area by the 
R.A... was that announced in the 
rommiunegue last night, stating that “ air- 
erait of the R.A.F. were again engaged 
on patrol over enemy seaplane bases, and 
bombs were dropped near the Island of 
Syit.” This raid took place in the hours 
of darkness of Wednesday morning. | 

Because of the darkness the effective- 
ness ot the British bombers’ aim could 
not be definitely ascertained at the time. 

Reports that the Hindenburg Dam, 
which connects: the Island of Sylt with 
the mainland, had been bombed were un- 
confirmed in London early to-day. 

Sylt is an important German seaplane 
centre from which many of the enemy 
inine-lavying machines have flown.—(Press 
Association War Special).

Up to the moment, in 
connection with the scheme, under which a 
crant of £2 per acre is paid for the ploughing 
up of old grass land, his Ministry had re- 
ceived applications covering 155,000 acres. 
Northern Treland farmers, he said, are 
rather more favourably placed than those in 
England, where farmers are not only being 
told what land they must plough, but what 
crops they must grow, under the direction of 
their local war agricultural committees.
